Tue Savary Bitu.—The new law regula- 
ting salaries in office goes into effect on the 
first Monday in March, 1870. The compen- 
sation for officers in this county is tixed as 
follows: 

Supervisor —Five dollars per day, and 20 
cents per mile for traveling expenses, the per 
diem not to exceed the sum of $250 in any 
one year, (If this law was in effect at the 
present time, we wonder if the present 
Board would long remain in office.) 

Assessor--Six dollars per day, but not to 
exceed $12,000 per year. 

Supt. of Schools—Twenty dollars for each 
school district in the county. 

District Attorney—Five ‘hundred dollars 
per year, and the following fees: Conviction 
for felony, $25 and $12; for misdemeanor, 
$8; 10 per cent on amount received for de- 
linquent taxes, but the whole amount not to 
exceed $2,000 per annum. 

County Judge—Twelve hundred. dollars 
per year. 

Sheriff—Three thousand eight hundred 
dollars per annum, which includes all pay 
for deputies and jailors. 

County Treasurer—Eight maneired dol 
lars per annum. 

County Clerk—Two thousand dollars 


year, which includes .1] salaries for deputles. 


The law ‘prohibits officers frem receiving 
any other compensation than that prescribed 
in the Act.’ Every officer is required to keep 
a fee book and make a sworn statement in 
regard to the amount he has received. 


EXPENSIVE.—The provisions of the law 
authorizing the Supervisors of Plumas Co. 
to subscribe to the capital stock of the Oro- 
ville and Virginia City R. R. Co, requind 
t!'en to meet on the second Monday in 
April, and to hold adjourned meetings on 
every Monday thereafter until they had 
complied with the requirements of the law, 
and upon failure to do so, makes them indi- 
vidually responsible to the company for all 
damages, The interest on $80,000 worth of 
bonds is about twenty-two dollars per day, 
hence, if the company should choose to hold 
them liable under the law. it would be a 
very expensive affair to the present mem- 
bers of the Board. Did you think of that 
Messrs. Supervisors, when you as sworn off- 
cers, concluded to refuse to comply with the 
requirements of a plain law of the State?
